T h u rsd a y of this w eek 
he received a tip from a mutual 
friend that P a t C r o w e w as in the 
neighborhood and w ish ed to talk 
w ith h i m ; 
that he w as tired of 
ru n n in g over the country, a f u g i­ 
tive from justice, and had deter­ 
m ined to com e in and surrender. 
A tim e and place of m eeting w as 
agreed 
upon. 
F r id a y 
n igh t the 
reporter, accom panied by a friend, 
drove into the coun try,ab ou t seven 
miles, near F o rt C ro o k , and there 
met the man w h o m the police and 
detectives of the w h ole w orld have 
hunted in vain for more than 
a 
year. 
It 
w as on the m orning of 
D ecem b er 19, 1900, 
that 
O m ah a 
w as startled by the headlines in the 
m orn in g papers that a 17-year-old 
boy had been k id n a p p ed 
on 
the 
streets, w ith in a f e w blocks of his 
home, 
and w as held io r ransom of 
Í25,cDo in gold. 
T h e w h ole city 
turned out to search for the 
crim ­ 
inals. 
A n d , w h ile this w as go in g 
on, one of the kid nap p ers deliber­ 
ately telephoned the C u d a h y .resi­ 
dence con cern ing the affair, and, 
c lim b in g on his horse, rode a w a y 
quietly, although the alarm w as 
given five minutes later. 
A n d then, tw o days later, the 
b o y ’ s father, E d w a r d C u d a h y , the 
m illionaire 
packer, 
at m id nigh t, 
w ith a bag con tain in g $25,000 in 
gold drove out a lonely road and 
deposited the b a g beside the street 
and later the boy rushed up the 
steps into his m o ther’ s arms.
